and to the Bible.” 


What started out as an 
intellectual study of the 
history of music turned 
out to be the factor that 
converted Dr. Roustit to 
the Mormon church.’ 

Dr. Roustit reads English 
but speaks little; so Dr. 
Green is an eager inter- 
preter. Their mutual 
respect and love is ob- 
vious in their enthusi- 
astic French dialogue. 

“T was born a Catholic ... 
but I grew up without at- 
tending church and with 
only a smattering of 
religious instruction at 
home and at school,”’ Dr. 
Roustit said. “By the time 
I began my graduate 
studies at the Sorbonne, I 
considered myself -an 
atheist. I was completely 
indifferent to Catholic- 
ism, to church in general 


But Dr. Roustit became 
intrigued by the parallel 
historical developments of 
music and western civili- 
zation while studying 
rusical history for his 
doctorate. Feeling that 
this indicated some kind 
of a plan, he “plunged 
into all the scholarly 
treatises he could find,” 
Dr. Green said. ‘‘He 
delved into the philoso- 
phers and the mathe-ma- 
ticians. His pride and his 
atheism drove him to seek 
help from the scholars, 
but he was eventually for- 
ced to admit that the 
truth he sought was not in 
them.” 4 

Dr. Roustit gradually 
developed a faith in God. 
He realized that there 
could not be such an order 
in things without a 
Supreme Being.

Funny incidents are rare 
for these emergency technicians

“I was squinting for a 
week. It’s not every guy 
who gets a black eye from 
a dead man,” paramedic 
Durell Barney says. 


“He was trapped in his 
car that had rolled to its 
side. He looked dead. We 
couldn’t wait for assis- 
tance, so I held the man 
while my partner tipped 
the car back to its upright 
position. Our heads 
collided. The end result: 
ten stitches in my -eye- 
brow, a dandy black eye 
and one dead man.” 


Barney says the au- 
topsy showed the man 
had died on impact, “but 
we had to try to save 
him.” 

He and his partner 
Barry Wilson, a July 
graduate of the five- 
month paramedicine 
school at Weber State, 
and seven other Provo 
Fire Department para- 
medics are in the business 
of saving people’s lives. 
“It’s a gory, bloody job, 
and the funny incidents 
are rare,” Wilson says. 

He describes para- 
medics as “an extension 
of the emergency room 
doctor out in the field.” 


Seconds crucial 


‘“‘When people are dy- 
ing, minutes and seconds 
are crucial. Without. us, 
many people would die or 
sustain serious brain 
damage during the time it 
takes to transport ‘the 
patient to the emergency 
room,” Wilson says. 


Last. year Provo para- 
medics responded to ap- 
proximately 1600 calls 
from a 23-square mile 
area. Since BYU no longer 
has its own ambulance, 
officials expect that num- 

“ber to double this year. 


The Provo paramedics’ 
territory includes Provo 
city, unincorporated areas 
near Provo, BYU and the 
south side of Provo Ca- 
nyon. (The north side is 
handled by Orem 
paramedics). 

‘Tt’s really not much 
like the TV. show 
“Bmergency.” We don’t 
have time to rescue cats 
from trees,” Barney says. 
“‘Besides, they usually 
come down on their own.” 


Blood and guts 


The majority of the 
medics’ calis are accident 
related. Many of them are 
“the blood and guts 
type,” Barney says. “But 
we do respond to a variety 


of different types of. 


calls.”

“One night a girl called 
and said, ‘A body just fell 
past my second-story win- 
dow,’”’ he recalls. 

The victim had tied 
sheets together and was 
rapelling down the side of 
the building when_one of 
the sheets tore. “She fell 
to the ground and suffered 
from a back injury,” Bar- 
ney says. 

Chief Stan Brown was 
responsible for ‘the life- 
saving medic program’s 
beginning in Provo two 


and a half years ago. The. 


paramedics, who are also 
trained firefighters, were 
all state certified EMT’s 
(emergency medical 
technicians) before going 
to paramedicine school. 

There is really no 
“typical” day for the 
paramedics. “Some days 
we have two calls and 
_other days, 15 to 20,” 
Wilson says. 


Leng hours 


The only sure thing in 
medics’ typical work day 
is their hours. They work 
a 24-hour shift and are off 
the following 48 hours. 
However, they are on call 
the first 24-hours of the 
48-hour off shift. 

“The only other sure 
thing is that the alarm 
will sound as soon as. we 
sit down to eat ‘or go to 
bed,” Barney laments. “‘T 
never go to bed until 1 
a.m., because as scon as I 
do, the alarm sounds and 

_we’re up and out.” 

To become a paramedic 
a person must first be 
hired by the Fire Depart- 
ment as a firefighter. 
Then after he becomes an 
EMT, he is eligible to at- 


. tend paramedicine school 


at the city’s and state’s 
expense. 

The city of Provo paid 
$18,000 to send its three 
July graduates to 
paramedicine school. 
Brown explains the city 
pays the men’s salaries 
while they attend school. 
Their lodging, transporta- 
tion, and other fringe 
‘benefits also are included. 


In all, it costs approx- 


imately $12,000 to’ 


educate one Provo City 
paramedic, Brown says. 
Before his schooling, 
the student paramedic 
signs a two-year contract 


- with the city, which in- 


sures the city of reaping 
benefits from its invest-

Higher pay 
Although the para- 


medics are trained fire- 


fighters and continue to 
make occasional fire runs, 
they receive a 12 and a 
half per cent increase in 
pay upon completion. of 
their schooling. “That 
was partially an incentive 
for me to become a 


paramedic,” Wilson ad- 


mits. : 

A firefighter’s base pay 
is $853, whereas the 
medics start at $966 a 
month. 

The five months of 
schooling, totaling 37 and 
a half credit hours at 
Weber State, include 10 
weeks of classroom in- 
struction and 10 weeks of 
clinical work. - 

“But it’s a 24-hour-a- 
day thing,’’ Wilson says. 
“We really learn. every 
aspect of emergency 
medicine.” 

Paramedics receive 
eighty hours of instruction 
in the emergency room. 
They also spend 40 hours 
in surgery, 240 hours in 
the rig as a third para- 
medic, and 16 to 20 hours 
in IV therapy. 


Although their school- 


ing officially ends after 


five months,: the 

paramedics attend in- 

service classes taught by 
Dr. Keith Hooker, the 

emergency room staff 

physician at-Utah Valley 

Hospital. 


Programs vary 


Though the paramedic 
program is state ad- 
ministered and recer- 
tification is required every 
two years, each city’s

Audiences in both plays 
are extremely devoted 
and letters of appreci- 
ation and gratitude are re- 
ceived constantly by per- 
sonnel from both 
musicals. 


But critics of ‘Satur- 
day’s Warrior’ contend 
there is little, if any 
literary value to the play 
and critics of “My Turn 
on Farth” say it cannot be 


judged on literary stan- 
dards. 


“Saturday’s Warrior,” 
was written six years ago 
by a BYU student, Doug 
Stewart, in his play- 
writing class. It is the 
story of a typically large 
Mormon family who 
decides before coming to 
earth to be a family and 
help each other — despite 
the problems they may 
encounter. The problems 
turn out to be a rebellious 
eldest son and pressure to 
control the population. 


Devotion from 
“Warrior” supporters is 


substantial according to 


director Nolan Jacobs. He 
says he and his cast are 
constantly receiving 
positive feedback from 
those who attend the 
play. ‘It has an appeal to 
all ages. We get dozens of 
letters.” 

He doesn’t know the ex- 
act reason for the repeat- 
ed success of ‘“‘Warrior”’ 
nor does Jim Brady, 
producer of the five- 
month-old play “My 
Turn’ know why it is do- 
ing so well. 

Jacobs, who directed a 
Spanish Fork production 
of ‘Warrior’ two. years 
ago, thinks both have an 
almost universal appeal 
to people, both for their 
entertainment value and 
the LDS message they 
contain. He recalls that 
between the Spanish Fork 
and later, Salt Lake 
audiences, there were over 
128 sold-out performances 
two years ago.

Jacobs. predicts. the 
current production of 
“Warrior” will run, “as 
long as there’s support for 
it,’ although he doesn’t 
know how long that will 
be. He says the cast is 
currently playing to full 
houses almost every night 
of the play. 

Brady: feels ‘““Turn”’ is 
more universal than 
‘Warrior because it does 
not cater exclusively to 
the Mormon culture. The 
appeal to the new play he 
thinks is in the simplicity 
of the story line, and the 
music. “It deals with life, 
birth and death, but 
’t teach a preachy 
gospel lesson,” he notes. 

“ ‘Warrior’s’ major pur- 
pose is entertainment,” 
explains Jacobs. “People

“Saturday's Warrior’ 
assistant. director Mike 
Bellus, who also once 
weekly takes the part of 
Jimmy, the 19-year-old 
rebellious son of the Flin- 
ders family, feels the play 
also appeals to. non- 
Mormons, “but Mormons 
want to claim it as an 
LDS show.” 

Many have already 
seen the play at least 
once. Jacobs said that one 
audience member talked 
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regrets now. “We got bet- 
ter and better until we 
couldn’t get any better 
and then we made a 
record.” The group then 
played in little towns all 
over Canada. 

It was on one of these 
trips that Bachman ran 
into a “16-year-old punk”’ 
who had a knack for play- 
ing the guitar; Bachman 
convinced him to join The 
Guess Who. 

~ That “punk” turned 
out to be Burton Cumm- 
ings. 

The Guess Who rolled 
out hits for more than a 
decade, producing songs 
like ‘‘These Eyes,’’ 


“Laughing,” “‘No Sugar 
Tonite” and ‘American 
Woman.” 


It was during this time 
that music took on a “‘silly 
twist,” Bachman reflec- 
ted. While drugs were 
becoming part of the rock 
scene Randy Bachman 
became a member of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 

After joining the 
Church the relationships 
in The Guess Who 
became. antagonistic. “I 
really felt in my heart 
that they were making a 
mistake and they thought 
I was making a mistake,’ 
he explained. 

While on tour Bachman 
found himself in his hotel 
room strumming the 
guitar, calling his wife or 
reading the scriptures 
while a “circus” was going 
on next door. ‘It was like 
auditions for ‘Animal 
Kingdom.’.”’ He regrets 
that “Instead of being the 
leader of the group, I was 
the father, the 
grandfather _ 
authority.” 


Prayed for help 


Bachman and his wife 
prayed for “an easy, clean 
way to get out” and he 
soon developed a severe 
gall bladder condition 
that prevented him from 
finishing the 90-day tour. 

When it hit the papers 
that Bachman had left, he 
joked that the headlines 
screamed, “ ‘Idiot Leaves 
the Number One Band in 
the World.’ It was a hard 
decision to leave just as 


the single ‘American 
Woman’ had reached the 
top,” he said. 


He and Cummings, who 
together -wrote several of 
The Guess Who’s million 
selling records, parted 
with hard feelings as 
Cummings told him “ 
‘You'll never make it as.a 
rock singer because you're 
straight. You’re nuts.’ ”’ 

Seven years later, after 
Bachman had sold even 
more hit records with 
BTO, Cummings asked 


he and his wife to attend a 
concert in Vancouver,

dedicated ““The Way We 
Were” to Bachman and 
sang a medley of the hits 
they had written together. 


When they met 
backstage, shook hands 
and embraced, the 


negative feelings <were 
gone. 

Cummings said he 
looked in the trade 
magazines and saw that 
BTO was number one, 
but The Guess Who 


wasn’t on the charts. He 


then admitted that 
Bachman “must be doing 
something right.” 

The experience was a 
very humbling one for 
Bachman. “I was grateful 
that I didn’t have to go 
through the same things

that Cummings did and 
that neither one of us en- 
ded up like Jim Morrison, 
Janis Joplin or Jimi Hen- 
drix.”’ 


Formed BTO | 
After his break with 
The Guess Who, 


Bachman, his brothers 
Robbie and Tim and 
friend Freddie Turner for- 
med what later became 
known as Bachman- 
Turner Overdrive. He put 
his own money into the 
recording of their first 
record. “‘We took it to 26 
different record com- 
panies and they all turned 
it down.” Finally Mercury 
Records, who had 
prevously rejected the 
album, changed their

minds and signed a con- 
tract with BTO. It was the 
beginning of the sale of 10 
million records. 

One of BTO’s best 
known songs, “You Ain’t 
Seen Nothin’ Yet,” was 
intended as a joke. 
Bachman said he was 
“just fooling around stut- 
tering’? when he wrote the 
song for his brother Gary, 
who stutters. He assumed 
Gary would be the only 
one outside the group to 
hear it. But when they 
were producing their 
second album, they 
needed another song, so 
they decided to use the 
gag tune. 

“T was embarrassed 
when I heard it,’’

Bachman recalls. ‘‘I 
didn’t want them to let 
the song out.” 

But let it out they did 
and it was one of the top 
telephone requests at 
radio stations around the 
U.S. .and went on to 
become the number one 
song in the nation.

Bachman left BTO for 
the same reasons he had 
left The Guess Who five 
year earlier. “It seems to 
happen to me every four 
or five years,” he laughed. 
He had set down moral 


ground rules he expected 


the group to live up to and 
eventually had to ask one 


of his brothers to leave - 


because he ignored 
Bachman’s pleas to 
change his lifestyle. 

“Tt was the hardest 
thing I’ve ever had to do 
in my life,” he said. ‘“To 
rob my own brother of the 
way he made his living. 
But I just couldn’t put up 
with what he was doing.” 

Bachman met his wife 
and the Church when The 
Guess Who were in a cafe 
in Canada. A blonde and 
brunette walked in who 
“looked really American, 
like they were from 
California or somewhere.

Cougars, Cowpoke fans had fulfilled their part of the 
bargain by utilizing cattle-calling throats and filling 
Memorial Stadium with a deafening roar that left ears

Wyoming Coach Bill Lewis, taking advantage of a two 
week Cowboy rest, put the ice on the nation’s number 
one scoring and passing team, turning the contest into a 
bizarre spectacle. Wyoming did not just fumble the ex- 
pected two times, but dropped the ball on nine occa- 
sions, losing seven. BYU’s record breaking Marc Wilson 
tied a WAC and school record with six interceptions — 
only a week after he received nearly every national honor 
available for his job in his first starting role agains CSU. 

But in the end it was a limping, bandaged BYU 
defense that took control of a crucial situation by stopp- 


ing a Wyoming drive that started on the Cowboy 20 and - 


came to stop near midfield as BYU’s Tony Hernandez 
broke up a Don Clayton pass play with 1:44 left on the 
clock, sending 25,000 hoarse hecklers back to the ranch. 


BYU’s defense, without the services of all-conference 
tackle Mekeli Ieremia, limited action by all-conference 
linebacker Rod Wood and scattered appearences by 
safety Ron Valasco showed championship class by ad-
